artificial feeding a* they are unable to 
nurse their children.

CABINET GUESSES ARE VAGUE 


Selection of Secretary of State Com­ 
plicated by League of Nations Dis­ 
pute— Some Able Politicians May Be 
Given Secretaryships. 


By EDW ARD B. CLARK. 
Washington.—Warren t*. 
Harding. 
President-elect of the United States, 
is a newspaper man and has beeu u 
newspaper iuuu ever since his early 
(lays. For this reason probably he was 
able to carry carefully in bls head the 
notes of bis Washington conferences, 
and doubtless today in Marion be is 
uble to transcribe them faithfully. 
It 
may be said that the notes are many, 
covering us they do some scores of sub­ 
jects. 
When Senator Harding was in the 
capital city after bis return from Pa­ 
nama everybody saw him and a great 
many talked with bim. 
He, however, 
reserved strict conference rights for 
the senators of bis {Mimical i»arty, and 
for others not senators but who were 
connected closely with his campaign 
for the presidency. 
There are several men in Washing­ 
ton today who have a fairly definite 
idea probably as to what Mr. Harding 
ultimately intends to do In tile way 
of recommendation concerning our in­ 
ternational relations, with special ref­ 
erence to something like a league that 
Is not a league, partaking perhaps of 
the nature of an association of nations 
for the preservation of amity in the 
world, or for u sublimated Hague tri­ 
bunal which, to borrow one of Mr. 
Harding’s campaign expressions, “will 
have teeth in it." 
There are champ­ 
ions of the league In Washington who 
say they hope that these will not Im* 
false teeth. The league is still some­ 
thing of a live issue. 
Trouble in Picking a Cabinet. 
Probably no one in Washington Is 
any wiser at this date concerning Sen­ 
ator Harding’s cabinet 
preferences 
than 
he was 
before 
the 
senator 
dropi>ed In bere on his way hack to 
the parlor and the dining room in 
Marion which lie back of the famous 
front porch of campaign history. 
It Is not a difficult thing for one to 
understand the difficulties which the 
President-elect Is having in fixing upon 
men to invite into his cabinet. 
The 
troubles I Hut were certain to beset him 
were discussed freely enough lief on* 
the election by men who, convinced 
that I larding was to win, naturally In­ 
dulged In cabinet speculations, but 
only occasionally it must be said In 
cabinet prophecies. These men, who 
were trained politicians for the most 
psrt and many of whom had held one 
office or another in the public service, 
had a realizing sense of tile troubles 
of cabinet selection that were to come. 
In tho senate of the United States 
there are different groups of men each 
of which will resent the appointment 
of this man or that man to the cabi­ 
net because this man or that man had 
something to do with league or anti­ 
league activities which were not to the 
liking of this group or that group, lf 
Is known that Senator Harding proba­ 
bly will select for his secretary of 
state somebody who will be grateful 
to the extreme anti-leaguers aud at 
the some time not ungrateful to those 
who believe in reservations and also 
to those few Republican senators who 
are willing to take the league virtual­ 
ly as It is rallier than to have it aban­ 
doned altogether. 
Campaign Aids Have Claim. 
The President-elect, like all other 
successful candidates for the presi­ 
dency In the past, Is indebted for pre- 
and post-convention work to some men 
who are all of cabinet or near cabi­ 
net size, but who also are known as 
exceedingly active 
politicians. 
Mr. 
Harding knows, os every good Ameri­ 
can knows, that a proper Interest In 
politics makes for good government, 
but nevertb* less It Is said that th** 
Ohioan, ilk** all other past President­ 
elects. dem ocratic and Republican, ha - 
a feeling that lf he shall put into hi* 
cabinet men who have been too active 
politically in his behalf, even lf their 
qualifications for cabinet job* are a1! 
right, there may be public criticism 
and perhaps public resentment 
Some of the campaign intimates of 
Senator Harding say that lf he wen* 
to follow the bent of his Inclination la* 
would pick the ablest of the political 
lieutenants who «tood by him through 
the tit! k ami the thin of It and would 
welcome them Into his official family. 
It may be that he will do this, for som- 
of the senator** friends in Washington 
told him that if men were capable of 
tilling cabinet jolts the fact that they 
are known as politicians of high de­ 
gree ought not to make any difference. 
There are some men to whose ad­ 
vice Mr. Harding has listened fre­ 
quently, and whose good will they de­ 
sire to keep, who are urging him to 
stay away from what they call the 
mere politician and to select for cabi­ 
net iK)Sitiot»s 
men who have been 
known more widely for their endeavor 
in busine** and professional life than 
for their interest in the political af­ 
fairs of the country. 
It is said here that Mr. Harding in­ 
tends lo balance Us cabinet betw. 
men of the last type mentioned tc! 
Bbls mea who are also politicians.

American corporations have sought, 
n> a rule, to I.nill plants at or i. ar 
large cities, where there supposedly 
was an ample supply of suitable tabor. 
Rut tile building of factories at big 
cities lies not proved altogether sat­ 
isfactory. 
It has been found that la­ 
bor union agitators con exercise more 
Inflammatory influence In large cen­ 
ters than where plants are located in 
the smaller communities. 
The large- 
city plant often finds It difficult to es­ 
tablish close, intimate personal rela­ 
tions with its work people, whereas 
ill a smaller town the executives who 
run the principal Industries can and 
do very often get closer to their folk 
and build up harmonious relationships 
which outside professional agitators 
cannot bedevil. 
From now on there will be wit­ 
nesses] more building of new plants 
away from congested centers. 
The 
most progressive employers today at­ 
tach very great Importance to bring­ 
ing about ii spirit of loyalty among 
their people, and they tim] that it Is 
not so difficult to do this when their 
plant Is either the only one or one of 
a few in a communVty. 
This movement away from crowded 
Industrial centers Is to be welcomed. 
It Is better for all concerned, for ex­ 
ample, that new cotton mills ta* built 
In Texas than In 
Fall River, new 
woolen mills in the Middle West than 
In Lawrence, Mass., and huge new Au­ 
tomobile plants in small towns than 
In Detroit. 
It may not he feasible for m i l l i o n s 
of workers to go “buck 
t o nature” 
in the sense of returning t o the t i l l ­ 
ing of the soil, hut It is feasible and 
desirable to draw millions of Industrial 
workers awny from metropolitan c i t i e s 
and Into more rural districts.
